(hereinafter "the Helicopter**) and providing for its maintenance, inspection, and storage;

3. Upon transfer, the Government of die United States shall relinquish all rights, title, 
and interest in the Helicopter transferred pursuant to this Agreement, and shall assume no 
responsibility for the condition or use of the H elico p te r at any time. The Government of Panama 
shaU accept the Helicopter transferred n aa is" and shall usume all legal and financial 
responsibility for its use or other disposition after transfer. 

4. The Oovenanent of Panama shall be responsible for completing the transfer of tine and 
registration of die Helicopter, and for all costs relating to the Helicopter. 

5. Within six months of signing this agreement, the Government of Panama ahall 
provide the Government of the United States wftfc a complete repo^ 

Helicopter is being or has been used, and ahall include any other pertinent information. 



6. This Agreement is intended solely for the purposes of mutual assistance between 
the Parties. It does not give rise to any right on the part of any private person, and is not 
intended to benefit third parties. 

7. This Agreement will enter into force upon signature of both Parties.
